While the parable 
of the net may have some reference 
to the gathering at the end of the ege, 
We must remember that He said to 
some of His first followers, ‘Follow 
me, and T will make vou fishers of 
men” (Matt. iv, 9).

A Greek Robber Who Was Tattooed 
From Head to Foot. 

A remarkable case of tattooing came 
to light in Professor Hebra’s jecture 
roow in a hospital in Vienna a pum- 
ber of years ago. The man was the 
sbubject of a lecture, and one of the 
Spectators at first mistook bim for a 
bronze statue. He was tattooed from 
head to foot, and pot a quarter of a 
sgaare inch of bis entire person was 
intact. 

‘The skin presented an appearance 
resembling the tracery of ap exceed- 
fugly rich cashmere shawl The color- 
ing wus done with indigo principally, 
with enough red inserted bere and 
there to give it effect. His name was 
George Constantine, a Greek by birth, 
who with a band of robbers entered 
Chinese Tartary to commit depreda- 
tions. The gang was captured, and 
this man, with otbers, was ordered by 
the ruler to be branded in this man- 
ner. 

On the palms of bis hands letters 
were tattooed which explained that be 
was “the greatest rascal and thief in 
the world” It took three months to 
tuttoo him, the indigo being pricked 
into the skin. The designs represent- 
ed elephants, Hons, tigers and birds, 
with letters worked in between, A 
couple of dragons ornameoted dis 
for-head. He said his body swelled 
up very much ut the time and ever 
since bad been sensitive to changes in

KEPT TAB ON THE FLIES. 


The Way These Germ Carriers Travel 
Long Distances. 

In the suinmer of 1908, as chairman 
of the New York Merchants’ associa- 
tion committee on water pollution 
(which carries on a warfare against 
flies as a nuisance growing out of 
water pollution), | was engaged in an 
effort to induce two of the railroads 
entering New York to remove the huge 
manure heaps which they maintained 
on the Newark meadows near the 
tracks. 

1 visited the place one day with an 
inspector, and after we had looked it 
over we bourded a street car which 
passed it. bound for Newark, about 
five miles away A woman wearing 
a new alpaca dress got on it at the 
same time; so did forty-two flies, 
which my companion and | counted 
after they had settled on the new 
dress, which seemed to attract them. 
They bad the fresh, silvery look of 
the newly batched fly and the tly in- 
stinct which moved them to start on 
their travels at the earliest possible 
moment and thus keep the species 
from dying out in any given locality 

We both watched those flies care- 
fully. Eight Jeft the car when we 
reached the outskirts of Newark, 
three miles away. About half a mile 
farther on seven more got off. Others 
left at intervals until nearly all of 
those left got out with the majority 
of the passengers in front of a church 
Four remained on the dress until the 
wearer left the car at the end of the 
route, five miles from the point from 
which they had started, and | suppose 
they wenc home to dinner with ber, 

Une summer morning ‘ast year I 
took a seat in a Delawsre and Hud- 
son dining car as it started from Al- 
bany for Lake Chatnplain. Several 
Albany flies were fellow passengers. 
1 observed two of them resting on the 
shoulder of the woman who sat op 
posite me at table. Evidently it was 
not yet their brenkfast time, for they 
kept their places all through the meal. 

Those flies didn't shift their posi- 
tions materially until we reached Sara- 
toga. There, as the train stopped, they 
were visited by a local delegation, as 
it seemed to me, the members of which 
apparently conversed with them in fly 
language, if that is what the rubbing 
together of their probosces menus, 
Perhaps they were a reception com- 
mittee recommending the Saratoga ho- 
tels, but if so they were disappointed, 
for the Albaniaus shook them off as if 
assuring them that they were satisfied 
with their accommodations. 

Otber flies drifted in and tried to in- 
terest their traveling bretbren as we 
stopped at various stations, but with 
no more success, for when the traip 
reached Blut! Point, which bappened 
to be the destination of my unknown 
fellow passenger as well as myself, 
the faithful two were still with ber. 
So they were when she registered at 
the hotel desk, aud for all | know they 
lived bappily with ber ever after. Cer- 
tainly their attachment up to that 
point was striking enongh. It had 
lasted for a journey of 165 miles, and 
if they had any disease germs about 
them they succeeded in delivering 
them with more expedition than if 
they had sent them by express.—Ed- 
ward Hatch, Jr., iu Suburban Life.

The Way Dr. Johnson Outwitted the 
House of Commons. 
Parliamentary bodies were long a 
great stronghold of resistance to the 
press. Reporters were strictly barred 
from them, and reports of their pro 
ceedings were sternly punished. It 


and for common sense which Franklin 
achieved that he caused the chamber 
of the provincial assembly of Pennsyl- 
vania to be thrown open to publicity. 
Nevertheless no reports were alewed 
of either the Continental congress of 
the constitutional convention, 

} Dr. Johnson's violation of the cher 
| ished privacy of the British house of 
commons is a classic story. He report- 
ed its debates without entering its sa 
| ered precincts, and in order to escape 
| the severe penalties of the law he re 
ported them without mentioning the 
body or any of its members by name. 
Setting up an imaginary “senate of 
Lilliput” and giving fictitious names to 
| the leading members of parliament, he 
| edified for years the readers of the 
journal which then boasted the “lan 
gest circulation” in England. 

Receiving a few scanty notes of what 
was going on at Westminster, he elab- 
orated them Into a brilliant spread. He 
was, indeed, the illustrious founder of 
the immortal craft of rewriters. His 

| discerning readers came to know not 
only that the senate of Lilliput was the 
house of commons, but that “Blefscu” 
| stood for France and “Mildendo” for 
London; that “sprugs’ meant pound, 
that “Nardac” was the Duke of New- 
castle, and so on. What his notes lacke 
ed his imagination readily supplied. 
Never was the eloquence of parlia- 
ment more brilliant than in Johnson's 
reports of the debates, In which, he ad- 
mitted, he took care that the Whig 
dogs got the worst of it, although Pitt
